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Alleged Vatican aid 
to Nazis is called 
‘plain balderdash’ 


SOUTH ORANGE, N.J. (NC) — 
The New York Times story on alleged 
Vatican aid to Nazis was made up of 
‘‘assumptions and suggestions, unproven 
statements, poor reasoning and 
inaccurate language,’’ according to an 
expert in Judaeo-Christian studies. 

Msgr. John M. Oesterreicher, director 
of the Institute of Judaeo-Christian 
Studies at Seton Hall University in South 
Orange, said there was no Vatican 
involvement in efforts to help Nazi war 
criminals emigrate illegally and escape 
persecution after World War II. 


THE TIMES reported the allegations 
last Jan. 26, citing a recently declassified 
“top secret’ 1947 U.S. State Department 
report and statements by Serge Klarsfeld, 
a Paris lawyer who has specialized in 
tracking down fugitive Nazis. The story’s 
allegations have been denied by the 
Vatican. 

The story quoted Walter Rauff, a 
former SS officer, as saying that after 
World War II he was hidden ‘‘in 
convents of the Holy See.’’ But Msgr. 
Oesterreicher said there are no Vatican 
convents.

All California bishops have been 
invited to concelebrate a special Mass 
next Aug. 28 at Mission San Carlos 
Borromeo in Carmel. The Mass will open 
a year-long celebration marking the 200th 
anniversary of the death of Father 
Junipero Serra, OFM. 


Father Serra is the 18th-century 
Spanish Franciscan missionary who 
brought the Roman Catholic faith from 
Mexico to Alta California; along the way 
he founded nine of the state’s 21 historic 
missions, including two in the San Diego 
diocese: San Diego de Alcala (1769) in 
Mission Valley, and San Luis Rey de 
Francia (1798), just east of Oceanside. 


THERE IS reason to believe that when 
the bicentennial concludes in August 
1985, Father Serra ‘will be. declared 
‘‘venerable,’’ the first step towards 
sainthood, reports Sister Catherine 
Louise LaCoste, CSJ, the diocesan 
archivist. The move could coincide with a 
visit by Pope John Paul II to the restored 
Carmel mission where Father Serra is 
buried, she added. The pontiff has been 
invited by a number of California 
bishops, including Bishop Leo T. Maher 
of San Diego, to visit the U.S. West 
Coast, and the Serra bicentennial might 
provide the opportunity, some observers 
feel.

The cause of Father Serra’s sainthood 
has been a labor of the Franciscans in 
California for the past 50 years, noted

Eric O’Brien, OFM, now at Mission San 
Luis Rey, was named vice-postulator of 
the cause; in addition to his detailed 
documentation. of Father Serra’s life and 
labors, -Father.O’Brien distributed 
thousands of prayer leaflets in English, 
Spanish, Italian and Portuguese. 


THE CURRENT postulator is Father 
Noel Moholy, OFM, who prepared the 
definitive 600-page Summarium 
biography of Father Serra published last 
year by the Vatican’s Polyglot Press; it 
has been submitted to officials of the 
Sacred Congregation for the Causes of 
Saints. 


A copy is in the diocesan archives, said 
Sister Catherine Louise, along with much 
related material; also in the archives are 
the first baptismal-marriage-death 
registers of Mission San Diego de Alcala 
in Father Serra’s own handwriting. The

‘LIMITS’ — Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, 
addressing 240 bishops from the Americas 
gathered last week in Dallas for a workshop in 
moral theology, said there are ‘‘rules and 
limits’? theologians must follow regarding 
criticism of authoritative Church teaching.

SEATTLE STUDY — The 
Vatican-ordered study of Archbishop 
Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle was made 
“precisely because we did not want to give 
uncritical acceptance to extremist 
viewpoints,’ said Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, 
head of the Vatican’s doctrinal congregation, 
in a letter to the Seattle prelate. Archbishop 
Hunthausen made the Vatican letter public in 
his archdiocesan newspaper, The Progress. 

ECUMENICAL TRIP — Pope John Paul 
II’s trip to Switzerland June 12-17 will be 
marked by ecumenical visits to international 
Christian organizations and numerous 
meetings with Swiss Catholics, the Swiss 
Bishops Conference has announced. The pope 
will meet with the World Council of Churches, 
the World Lutheran Federation, the World 
Alliance of Reformed Churches and the 
Conference of Eureopean Churches. 

INFLUENCE NEEDED — If workers had 
more influence over the decisions that affect 
their lives, workplace problems might be more 
easily solved, Bishop Michael J. Begley of 
Charlotte, N.C., said in a just issued pastoral 
letter. Many of today’s options for increased 
worker participation break with traditional 
relationships between labor and management 
and have met with resistance from some 
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American labor organizations and others who 
view them as attempts to ‘‘bust the union,”’ 
the bishop said. 

CAPTAIN HELD — A court in Medellin, 
Colombia, has ordered ‘the detention of 
Colombian army Capt. Jorge Valbuena, 
whom two priests accused of organizing a 
terror campaign in which 22 persons were 
murdered. The 22 victims were shot in the 
Antioquia province of northwest Colombia. 

TENT CITY OUT — A group of 
environmentalists and politicians has won its 
battle against a ‘‘tent city’? proposed to 
accommodate 35,000 youths during a Holy 
Year celebration in Rome. The organizer of 
the April 11-15 events for young people 
announced that it was dropping plans for the 
campground because of growing criticism. 


VALUES DEFENDED — More than 
100,000 people marched Jan. 29 in Lyons, 
France, in defense of the autonomy of private 
schools and the right of Catholic parents to 
educate their children according to their own 
value systems, Vatican Radio reported. The 
crowd demonstrated in support of private 
school authorities who have complained that a 
proposed government reform threatens the 
educational freedom of private schools.

wonderful things in me,’’ a retired 
woman who is battling cancer said.

She had 
major surgery five times in four-and-a- 
half months, including the removal of her 
spleen. 


“I THANK the Lord for letting me 
live a little bit longer,’’ Mrs. Montoy 
said.

Sometimes she and another woman 
take food, clothing and ‘‘the word of 
God’’ to the poor of Mexicali, just across 
the border.

Being unable to receive the Eucharist 
was hard on Mrs. Montoy, since she 
considered her first ‘Communion her 
biggest thrill as a Christian. ‘“That was 
such a joy. It was so beautiful because we 
were so poor,”’ she said, 


Parish Sisters provided the young 
Alvita with a dress. Her widowed mother, 
who kept the family together by eking out 
a living sewing at night, made sure she 
was well-groomed and had shiny shoes. 
Her shoe polish consisted of soot from the 
bottom of kitchen pans and petroleum 
jelly, she said.

Communion and was ashamed of her 
separation from the Sacrament.

Artist uses Shroud of Turin to paint portrait of Jesus

NEW YORK (NC) — Seven years of 
research, most of it on the Shroud of 
Turin, guided English artist Curtis 
Hooper’s painting of what he calls the 
most accurate depiction ever of Jesus of 
Nazareth. 


The story of Hooper’s reseach and a 
reproduction of the portrait appear in the 
February issue of Life magazine. 


HOOPER, 39, a specialist in portraits, 
decided to combine his interest in art with 
his interest in the Shroud of Turin. The 
14-foot-long linen shroud surfaced in 
Europe in the mid-14th century and 
many Christians believe it to be the burial 
cloth of Christ. A team of 42 international 
scientists have studied the shroud but its 
origins remain unconfirmed. 


Hooper worked in a Princeton, N.J., 
studio with hundreds of photographs of 
the shroud. The shroud shows a life-size 
outline of a man who had been beaten 
and crucified, As he brought out details 
from the photographs, Hooper realized 


that the face had been distorted by death, 
the forehead scratched, the nose and lips 
swollen from beatings. 


The self-taught painter and sculptor 
then made a life-size clay model of the 
head and consulted a plastic surgeon, 
dental surgeon, a mortician and forensic 
pathologist who explained how to recreate 
what the face looked like before it was 
injured. 

TO DETERMINE Jesus’ skin color, 
Hooper went to Israel to observe the 
Bedouins and the Sephardim, who are 
reported to resemble the Jews of 2,000 
years ago. 


He chose brown eyes for his portrait, 
Hooper said, because ‘“‘we know that 99.9 
percent of these people have brown 
eyes.’’ He selected a medium shade based 
on a study that dark-eyed people are more 
volatile than light-eyed people. ‘‘Jesus 
was a balance of both,’’ Hooper said. 
“You might say he was the world’s most 
balanced man.”’

“If you go to hell...” 

“If you go'to hell, don’t blame Jesus.’’ That’s what the sign 
said. It was a crudely printed billboard next to a country church 
on Maryland’s Eastern Shore. Obviously, I have not forgotten it. 


The sign gave me a message of hope and trust. It said to me 
that Jesus had done everything and given me everything I 


needed. It was now up to me to use the gifts of salvation on my - 


own behalf. 'I could rely on God’s help. 


Some people prefer a religion of secrets, magic, and fear. It 
was that way in Old Testament times, when God’s promises were 
doubted because they were too good to be true. Moses led his 
people out of Egypt and out of slavery while they complained and 
doubted and blamed God every step of the way. It came to the 
point where God finally addressed their complaints and mistrust 
directly. In words that have not lost their punch, He told this 
people whom He was trying to help: ‘‘Be still, and know that I 
am God.”’ 


Being still and permitting God to be God must be difficult for’ 


some of us. People continuously claim secret visions and promote 
wonder-working spiritual recipes without which we allegedly will 
be damned. My mail often contains a claim from someone who 
has knowledge of a new revelation, or a new pious calisthenic 


which can save me. If the mail is quiet, then the magicians ~ 


invade my life through slick announcements in the daily paper. It 
is irksome and tiresome. It gives religion a bad name. 


From my viewpoint, I do not stand in need of any new 
revelation. Any person who says I do is blaming Jesus. They are 
blaming Jesus for not giving us the total message, for not giving 
us all the help we need to work out our salvation. 


But Jesus has made known to us everything which He learned 
from the Father. Moreover, the Spirit has guided the Church in 


proclaiming the message to all who will listen. Jesus did His job 


perfectly; that is what the Church teaches and that is what I 
believe. There are no secrets and there is no magic in being a 
Christian. All of my curiosities may not have been satisfied, but 
what I need to know in order to be saved has been given me. 


‘Christianity itself means an end to magic. For the goal. of 


magic is to escape being human through manipulating some . 


mysterious power source. The message of Christ is that salvation 
comes through the human process, and we work out our 
salvation in this world with all its sufferings and growth. The 
power source is no longer mysterious, it is available to all; it is 
power to live well in this world, not to escape life. 


And yet the religion merry-go-round keeps on. The god or 
goddess of the magicians apparently cannot be trusted, for he or 
she must be appeased through certain formulas and rituals. 
There are preferred Bible passages, prayer cloths, occult visions, 


and certain days for prayer which are supposedly more - 


productive than others. All of this is blaming Jesus. Why didn’t 
the Lord tell us all this, if this is what we need? Quite simply, He 
did not tell us because we do not need it. 


The Church has permitted or fostered many valuable 
devotional practices over the centuries. Novenas, stations of the 
cross, rosaries, pilgrimages to holy places and the veneration of 
holy things all make up the devotional life of the Church. But 
none of these, nor all of these together, equal the importance or 
the efficacy of the sacraments. They are useful if they are helpful 
and that judgment is left to individual discretion. 


The desired effect of legitimate devotional practices is to bring 
the believer closer to Christ, to encourage the progressive change 
of heart which is discipleship. The goal of these devotions is never 


to manipulate God, never to use God as a genie who only pops 


out of the bottle when it is rubbed a certain way. 

Magical Christianity is riddled with contradictions and errors. 
Among these is a lack of trust in God, which lack of trust leads a 
person to attempt to control God. Once God is not trusted, He is 
feared. Once God is feared, He is misunderstood and blamed. 

We forfeit great peace of mind, when we refuse to ‘“‘be still’’ 
and when we refuse to let God be God.

With its hefty $180 billion federal 
deficit, increases in defense spending and 
decreases in social services funding, the 
Reagan administration’s fiscal 1985 U.S. 
budget made its formal debut Feb. 1. 


Less than a week later, though they 
were still scrutinizing the complex 
document (624 pages, plus separate books 
of analysis, budget-in-brief and 
appendix), Church and social service 
groups were expressing reservations 
about. budget priorities. So were 
Democrats. 


“‘To meet the need for strengthened 
military capabilities,’’ as the budget puts 
it, the Reagan administration is seeking a 
total of $313.4 billion in defense budget 
authority for fiscal 1985, up from $265.3 
billion in fiscal 1984. However, it expects 
to spend a bit less in actual outlays: $272 


. billion in defense outlays in fiscal ’85, up 


from the $237.5 billion expected to be 
spent in the current fiscal year. 


According to Father Edward Ryle, 
dean of the graduate school of social work 
at Marywood College, Scranton, Pa., 
who is preparing an analysis of the budget 
for the National Conference of Catholic 
Charities, the budget ‘‘calls for a much 
larger increase in defense spending than is 
necessary. No doubt about it.”’ 


By contrast to the $272 billion defense 
outlay, the administration proposes 


Spending: 


© $15.5 billion in 1985 on education, 
down from the $15.9 billion it expects to 
spend by the end of fiscal 1984; 


. © $12.4 billion in training, 
employment and related programs, down 
from $12.8 billion for 1984; 


© $6.8 billion for grants to states and 
local public and private institutions for 
social services, down from $7 billion for 
1984; 


¢ $32.9 billion for Medicaid and other 
health programs, up from $30.7 billion in 
1984, although the share for health 


education will decrease and_ states’ 


participating in the Medicaid program 
would have to seek ‘“‘nominal co- 
payments’’ from Medicaid recipients; 


© $11.6 billion in food stamps, down 
from the $12.1 billion for 1984; and 


¢ $7.7 billion in Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children and child support 
enforcement, down from $8.1 billion in 
1984. 


Cuts in nutrition funding for children 
and low-income mothers ‘‘will result in 
thousands of poor children and pregnant 
women losing essential nutritional 
supplements,’’ the Children’s Defense 
League stated in an: initial budget 
analysis. 

The issue of nutrition funding was 
raised in’ short order by. Rep. Cardiss 
Collins,, D-Ill., who contrasted Reagan’s 
pro-life stance with his fiscal positions. 
‘*The president expresses concern for the 
unborn, but it would seem his sympathies 
_end with the birth of the child,”’ she said. 


Friends of VISTA, an organization 
whose directors include Father Marvin 
Mottet, director of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference’s Campaign for Human 
Development, contrasted Reagan’s 
position on another issue — volunteers. 
The group claims that Reagan, though he 
calls for more volunteer work. by 
Americans; wants to dismantle VISTA 


(Volunteers in Service to America) which _. 


provides volunteers to work with poor 
people’s self-help groups. 


As debate continues, two things are 
uncertain — whether the Reagan budget 
is a serious . proposal, and whether 
Congress i is serious about doing anything 
about it in an election year. 

One analyst suggested a likely scenario 
for budget-making this year: The 
administration proposes the budget, 


Congress debates it but not seriously, 


everyone then goes home as early as 
possible to campaign while the 
troublesome issues of defense spending 
versus social programs remain for real 
action in a lame-duck session. 


‘An atmosphere of trust’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II said Feb. 9 that 
the role of the Vatican in world affairs is to promote an 
atmosphere of trust among nations. 


The pope spoke while accepting the credentials of Finland’s 
new ambassador to the Holy See. 


“‘The moral and spiritual authority of the Holy cee is 
directed, beyond the technical aspects of negotiations, to the 
spirit which should inspire them and permit them to bear fruit,’’ 
Pope John Paul said. 


‘“‘What the Holy See seeks to promote,’’ he added, ‘‘is in effect 
an atmosphere of trust.’’ 


Such a climate, the pope said, is needed for ‘‘a straight- 
forward and calm search, a regard which embraces the real 
problems without blinding or enchaining the spirit by prejudices 
or ideologies, a concern for justice for all.’’ 


“‘The vicissitudes of my own country,’’ said the Polish-born 
pope, ‘‘help me to appreciate what is at stake.”’ 


Particularly because of the delicate geographical position of 
Finland as a neighbor of the Soviet Union, ‘‘one can appreciate 
the importance which you attach to security, to neutrality, to 
reducing the threats of war — of all war, and notably to the 
limitation and the reduction of nuclear armaments,’’ the pope 
said. 


Finland’s approach, he added, is to propose ‘‘recourse to ways 
of negotiation, to straight-forward discussion, to understanding, 


to tolerance, so as not to let tensions worsen or crises fester and _ 


degenerate into armed conflicts.’’ 


Catholics in Finland represent only one-half of one percent of 
the nation’s population of five million. Catholicism was officially 
prohibited by the Finnish government during the Reformation in 
1595, and nearly two centuries passed before Catholics were 
granted religious liberty.

‘Awe, reverence and wonder 


I was fortunate to see the treasures from the Vatican collection 
now in San Francisco. Moving through the rooms filled with 
gleaming marbles, earthy terra cottas, lustrous bronzes, 
tapestries flecked with gold, and richly woven vestments 
sparkling in the gallery lights, I began to reflect on the words 
from Environment and Art in Catholic Worship: 


Whatever the style or type, no art has a right to a place in liturgical 
celebration if it is not of high quality and if it 1s not appropriate... Quality 
means love and care in the making of something, honesty and genuineness 
with any materials used, and the artists’ special gift in producing a 
harmonious whole, a well-crafted work...It must be capable of bearing the 
weight of mystery, awe, reverence, and wonder which the liturgical action 
express...(this) rules out anything trivial...fake, cheap or shoddy, anything 
pretentious or superficral. 


I dare say all left that day as I did with a renewed’reverence for 
the creativity of the human spirit. I wonder if visitors to our 
churches leave with this same sense of awe? Do mass-produced 
plaster or wood composition statutes, burlap banners, and 
polyester vestments have the same power to speak to the human 
heart? 


There will always be those who will question if the Church 
should patron the arts while so many go to bed hungry, suffer 
injustice, or live each day in the midst of war. The answer lies in 
the fact that freedom, justice, food for the poor and the beauty 
needs -of all are not mutually exclusive. One has only to 
contemplate the gothic cathedrals of Europe or the magnificent 
church edifices erected by immigrants to our own country to 
realize that beauty is life even for the poor. 


To suggest that the Church in its ministry to people should 
ignore art as something unessential would be. akin to assuming 
body and soul are separable, or that religious ministry should not 
deal with the whole — spiritual and physical — person. When 
Pope John Paul II announced the touring Vatican exhibition he 
said, ‘“These works of art will speak of God, because they speak 
of man created in the image and likeness of God; and in so many 
ways they will turn our attention to God himself.”’

faithfulness by recognizing that all the meaning and 
purpose of life resides in who and what Jesus is, and that 
His values are not those of this wild modern age. 


IF WE ARE faithful people, things like dissent and 
heresy and the evidence of evil people in the world, while 
a concern to us, are not oppressive because we know the 
limitless goodness of God and the limitations of all that is 
not of God.

coveted cheering spots. So there are thousands of built-in 
losers. : 


Several years ago I wrote a column about a principal 
who refused to be part of a system that guaranteed low 
self-esteem for the majority. Every girl who tried out 
made cheerleader in his school. He simply divided them 
into squads and divided the number of sports events by 
the number of squads. Instead of having 12 girls cheer all 
the events, he had 40 girls cheer four or five games. And it 
worked beautifully. 


MANY READERS over the years have referred to 
that ‘column, three telling me they initiated it in their 
school, others asking me to repeat it. I don’t repeat 
columns but I will repeat the idea because it’s a good one. 
Parents can get this system operating in their school if they 
get together and approach the principal and support him 
if there’s opposition.

THE $150 million study showed a 
causal connection between cholesterol 
and heart disease, a link that had not been 
conclusively shown until the study results 
were released in January. 


Father Pejza is no stranger to the effects 
of heart disease. A heart attack claimed 
the life of his mother 18 years ago; she 
had a history of heart disease. 

Over a half-million men were screened 
by the centers in 1973 and 1974. The 
3,800 participants were selected for their 
high cholesterol levels and lack of 


-previous heart disease or other serious 


illness. 


‘I FOUND out about this research 
program at Christmastime in 1974,’ 
Father Pejza said. ‘‘A van at a shopping 
center offered free blood tests. When my 
test came back indicating a _ high 


cholesterol level, I was asked to come to ~ 


the clinic at UCSD for a more accurate 


reading. After that test also showed high 


cholesterol, I was informed about the 
program and asked to participate.”’ 


Randomly, participants were asked to 
take either an inactive placebo or 
cholestyramine, a cholesterol-lowering 
drug. Participants were asked to follow a 
moderate cholesterol-reducing diet. 


Both the participants and the staff of 


_ the clinics were in the dark about which 


men received the medication or the 
placebo. This type of method, called a 
‘double blind’’ study, prevents any bias 
in the work. :

he said. Because the men had to stay on 
the diet for years, the regimen was made 
“‘liveable.”’ 


“‘There was enough variety that it 


‘didn’t become excessively dull. There was 


a good variety of things that could be 
eaten,”’ he said. 


Priests in general have high cholesterol 
diets, he suspects. ‘‘We fall into the 
typical American. dietary patterns.”’ 


RIGHT AFTER Father Pejza entered 
the program he was transferred to 
Modesto and was able to be monitored 
once every two months at the clinic at 
Stanford University. When he became 
prinicipal of- Marian High School, 
Imperial Beach, in 1981, he transferred 
back to the UCSD clinic for the 


remainder of the program. 


““Every two months I would go into the 
clinic, have my weight and blood pressure 
measured, get at least one sample of blood 
drawn, talk to staff personnel about the 
program and my health in general, talk to 
a dietician and receive medication for the 
next two months,”’ he said. 


There were many benefits for the 
participants, including a twice-yearly 
complete physical examination and $500 
worth of medical care each year. 


FOR FATHER Pejza, there was even 
more gain. ‘‘With my_ scientific 
background, I was interested in becoming 


involved in a research project of this _ 


magnitude. Secondly, I knew that for a 
variety of reasons, I was a prime 
candidate: for a heart attack and I hoped 
that my participation in this project would 
lessen that possibility,’’ he said. 


At the end of the test, Father Pejza was 
told he had been in the placebo control 
group. ‘‘At first I was disappointed that I 
hadn’t received the medication, but then - 
realized that I had still remained fairly 
healthy, even though I hadn’t gotten the 
added benefits of the medication.’’

‘go. Perhaps his thoughts lept 
backward two and a half years to 
a day he might have preferred to 
forget, if he could. 

Then the party arrived at the 
meeting place. The younger man 
rose and greeted the older man. 
Most of what they would say to 
each other would be unheard by 
the others who waited outside 
the room. But the younger man 
was heard to. say, ‘‘First of all, I 
want to ask your forgiveness.” 

The younger man’s name was 
Mehmet Ali Agca. 

The older man’s name was 
Pope John Paul II.

Their meeting place was Agca’s 
prison cell in Rome’s Rebibbia 
prison. He had been convicted of 
shooting the pope in May 1981 — 
an action that nearly took the 
pope’s life and that necessitated a 
long period of recovery for him. 

After the meeting the pope told 
a reporter: “I have spoken to a 
brother who has my complete 
trust. What was said is a secret that 
will remain between him and me.” 

One of those who witnessed 
the meeting said that the pope 
and Agca had spoken in very low 
voices, in an “‘almost .confes- 
sional tone.”’ 


The stories we find in Scripture are preserved, cherish- 
ed and told again and again because they point us 
to the essence of who we really are. The story of one 


modern-day man who transformed Scripture from 
mere words into a way of being is one that will be 


remembered as well. 


A brother? Forgiveness? 

My own thought about the 
pope’s visit to Agca was plain, 
simple: This visit must come 
directly from the heart of Chris- 
tianity as the pope views it. This 
is what it means for him to be a 
person of the Bible, to live by 
the Gospel. 

And I think the pope himself 
sees it this way, for he has writ- 
ten much about mercy and 
forgiveness. ; 

Once the pope wrote: “The 
present-day mentality, more 
perhaps than that of people in 
the past, seems opposed to a 
God of mercy and in fact tends 
to exclude from life and to 
remove from the human heart 
the very idea of mercy.” 

He wrote those words in his 
second encyclical, completed in 
1980, long before the attempt on 
his life in St. Peter’s Square. The 
topic of the entire encyclical was 
mercy. Now, in his visit to Agca, 
he was putting those words into 
action. 

The encyclical had become 
much more than words. In his 
action, the Gospel, too, was 
much more than words. It was 
more than information worth stu- 
dying. In the pope’s action, the 
Gospel was seen as a way of 
viewing life — a way of living.

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Letting Scripture 


read you

Coming to the Bible cold can be 
like “picking up Shakespeare and 
falling asleep over it,’ Father John 
Castelot commented. With some 
background in Elizabethan history, 
language and poetry, people ‘‘fall 
in love with Shakespeare.” It’s the 
same with the Bible. 

When people discover how to 
read the Bible, said Father 
Castelot, it’s “‘literally like a clos- 
ed book has been opened up: All 
of a sudden it is understandable 
and beautiful.” 

Father Castelot was talking 
about the growing interest today 
in the Bible. “I could be out 
every night in the week’’ teaching 
about the Bible, Father Castelot 
said. The priest teaches at St. 
John’s Seminary in Plymouth, 
Mich., and conducts numerous 
adult seminars on Scripture. 

Other religious educators agree 
that Christians are hungry for the 
Bible. Theologian Lawrence Cun- 
ningham says that courses on the 
Bible are the most popular of all 
religious education offerings at 
Florida State University at 
Tallahassee, where he teaches. 

Asked why this is so, Cunn- 
ingham commented: “‘The Bible 
is central to our religious vision 
— we feed off it. No matter how 
often you go back, you always 
find something new.”’ He pointed 

' out that biblical stories have been 
told ‘Sunday after Sunday, by 
millions of people, for thousands 
of years” and still the depth of 
the Bible is not exhausted. No 
definitive commentary has ever 
been written. 

Theologian Anthony Tambasco 
speculated that the Bible intrigues 
people because it is “‘the founda- 
tion of Christian faith. Everything 
builds on it.’”’ The biblical scholar 
teaches at Georgetown University 
in Washington, D.C., and con- 
ducts religious education 
seminars for adults. 

People may find the Bible con- 
fusing at first because the biblical 
writers “didn’t write like us,” he 
said. They came from a different 
time and culture and their manner 
of expression is unfamiliar. 

In helping people discover the 
Bible’s riches, Tambasco said his 
main concern is to demonstrate 
that the ‘‘faith experience of the 
first Christians is the same kind 
of experience we have today.”’ 

Tambasco sometimes illustrates 


what he means by turning to the - 


accounts of the-birth of Jesus — 
the infancy narratives. Events are 
very compressed in these ac- 


counts, he observed. 

The biblical account gives us 
sort of the “end product’’ of 
Mary’s faith, Tambasco said. And 
people might not realize what 
Mary must have gone through. 
Like Christians today, he 
asserted, Mary wrestled with her 
faith. Confronted with the 
mystery of her pregnancy, she 
struggled with her trust in God; 
she had to make decisions about 
how to respond. She might have 
asked: “‘Is this from God? What 
is God asking of me?” 

Next, Tambasco asks students 
to consider how God might be 
speaking to them. If they draw a 
blank, he urges them to look for 
situations in their own lives 
where they may have sensed that 
God is caring for them or offer- 
ing himself to them. 

Cunningham had a similar 
thought. He feels there is a sense 
in which we don’t just read the 
Bible. It reads us. ‘‘It speaks to 
Our situation.”’ 

Franciscan Father Stephen Hart- 
degen, director of the U.S. Center 
for the Catholic Biblical Aposto- 
late, speaks of the Bible as a mir- 
ror of our lives. He sometimes 
encourages people to reflect on a 
particular passage to see if it has 
any relation to their current life. 

People discover that “what was 
said and done long ago can 
become relevant to them in 20th 
century American life,’’ he said.

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It's more than a cold recital of ancient history

The Bible is not just a cold 
recital of facts from the past. It is 
about how God deals with 
humanity, with his people. 

It is about you — and me. It is 
Our story. 

Perhaps that is why the Bible 
has for centuries been the basic 
source of prayer for Christian 
people. Even prayers that are not 
formally biblical are inspired by 
the Bible. 

Think how every Mass is 
studded with explicit and implicit 
citations from the Old and New 
Testaments. Anyone who really 
prays the Mass will imbibe a 
Spirituality that is scriptural. 

If the object of prayer is to 
know God, to experience him, 
then one of the best means of 


praying is to reflect in a very per- 
sonal way on what he revealed 
about himself in the history of 
his people. 

—Their faithfulness is my 
faithfulness; their infidelity mine 
also. 

—Their cries for forgiveness 
are mine; their response to his 
kindness is mine also. 

By reflecting on their story, 
which is also God’s story, I learn 
more about him and about myself. 
It is not just that I come up with 
additional information from this 
reading. I grow as a person. 

I read and reflect. I react and 
respond. It all sets up a dialogue 
between me and God: That is 
what prayer is all about. 

Of course, God revealed 
himself most clearly in Jesus. 
This was the purpose of the in- 


carnation: to enable us to ‘‘see’” 


God: “Whoever has seen me has 
seen the Father.” (John 14:9) 

While we cannot see God 
directly, we can see a man of 
flesh and blood like ourselves. If 
this man also is God, then in see- 
ing him we see God in a way we 
can understand. 

This is why reading the Gospels 
is such a marvelous means of 
maintaining contact with God. For 
in the Gospels we can: 

—listen to Jesus as he speaks to 
us; ; 

—watch Jesus as, in his actions, 
he mirrors the compassionate and 
healing ways of his Father. 

Gradually we realize that we 
are getting to know Jesus as a 
brother and a friend. We can 
relate to him. 

And here is another point to 
consider: in reading the Gospels, 
we read what already are prayers,

Once, in a class of adults, the 
teacher asked, “If you were im- 
prisoned without any books. or 
other possessions, what biblical 
passages would you rely on? What 
could you call up from memory?” 

Not much, I was chagrined to 
find. Only a few verses came im- 
mediately to mind. 

—‘‘The Lord is my shepherd, I 
shall not want.” 

—‘‘God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten 
son.” 

—‘‘In the beginning was the 
word.” 

Most of what came to mind 
were words in hymns I knew. 
Often these were drawn from 
Scripture, so I was was not as 
poor. as I feared. 

But that wise teacher's ques- 
tion stayed with me. I began to 
study Scripture, formally and 
informally. 

‘What I found is that the Bible is 
a virtual library of books and con- 
tains many literary forms: songs 
and stories, history and biography, 
law and letters. I studied its 
authors — some known, some

or the result of prayerful 
reflection. 

These are not mere eyewitness 
accounts of what Jesus said and 
did. They are the results of 
devout contemplation on Christ. 

In the Gospels we discover 
what Jesus meant to the very ear- 
ly Christians. This is how they 
saw him as an answer to their 
questions, their problems, their 
aspirations. 

So in reading the Gospels we 
enter into the life of Jesus — and 
into the lives of all those people 
who believed that in encountering 
him they encountered God. Their 
contemplation becomes ours. 
Their reflections spark further 
reflections on our part.

They need to read newspapers, 
visit museums, listen to good 
music, see serious films. Without 
exposure to these areas they will 
enter adulthood handicapped. 

The same is true of religion. I 
encourage my children to study 
Catholicism. I introduce them to 
the Bible, including differing 
translations and commentaries. 

But study, while important, is 
not enough. Scripture nourishes 
both intellect and spirit; it is a 
primary source for prayer. 

Think of the book of Psalms. It 
has inspired women and men of 
faith for many centuries. 

Psalms are hymns which ex: 
press every human emotion im- 
aginable: joy, fear, grief, hope, 
rage, despair, trust, repentance, 


‘praise. No wonder the gospel 


writers record Jesus voicing these 
very prayers. . 

When I am too tired or 
distracted to pray, when my spirit 
feels shriveled and dry, or when 
God seems far away, I pray the 
Psalms. 

Another way to pray is to 
reflect, over a period of time, on 
a brief passage from the Bible. 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer, the Lutheran 
pastor and martyr who directed 


_ an underground seminary in Ger- 
et ee = Manian the: $930s; asked his ~ 


students to do this one hour each 
day. They were to spend a week 

on a single verse of Scripture. At 

first they protested, but Bonhoef- 
fer insisted. Soon the seminarians 
came to value his advice. 

Actually, it works — and more 
and more people are trying it. I 
recall praying for a week with 
part of the seventh verse of 
Psalm 95: “You shall know this 
power today if you will listen to 
his voice.”” How packed with 
meaning those words are! 

The first word, ‘‘you,’’ suggests 
God’s personal, parental love for 
each individual. The psalmist is 
addressing me, not ‘‘people’’ or 
“everyone.”’ I reflected on what 
it means to be in a relationship 
with another and recalled God’s 
presence in my life. 

Each succeeding word — know, 
power, listen, voice — is filled 
with meaning. 

Yes, I would say that library of 
books known as Scripture is 
worth knowing ‘‘about.”’ But 
there is more to it than that. 
There are ways of knowing Scrip- 
ture by which. it becomes part of 
you — not just part of your in- 


tellect, but part of your spirit.

How does the Bible connect 
with life as people live it today? 
A woman who is a pastoral 
minister at one of Washington, 
D.C.’s homes for the elderly and 
the chronically ill has some in- 

sights about this. Her work is 
physically demanding, sometimes 
emotionally draining. 

Each morning her pattern is 
the same. She rises early. She 
opens her Bible and reads scrip- 
ture passages for the day slowly, 
thoughtfully. Then she tries to 
‘envision her day ahead. 

“Where will I encounter situa- 
tions like those I have just read 
about? How will I respond in 
those situations?’ she asks 
herself. 

For this woman, Scripture pro- 
vides challenge and comfort. She 
needs both for her work with 
people who often have lost 
almost everything — health, in- 
dependence, family, friends. 

One morning she came to the 
gospel story in which Jesus feeds 
so many people with just five 
loaves and two fish. On one level 
the story spoke eloquently of 
Jesus’ compassion for hungry 
people. But it also made her 
think about other hungers she 
encounters: loneliness, anxiety 
and fear among residents of the

visitors; helping a blind woman 
buy clothing; bringing the 
Eucharist to the bedridden; acting 
as an advocate for a person 
treated unjustly. 


Her thoughts about the Bible’s 
purposes echo some of those by 
Bishop Roger Mahony of 
Stockton, Calif. Just about a year 
ago he wrote a pastoral letter on 
the Bible. 

The bishop cautioned that the 
Bible was not intended to be an 
encyclopedia with answers to 
every question. But, he said, it 
offers a way of coming ‘“‘to see 
ourselves and our world through 
God’s own eyes.” 

Many people read the Bible, 
asking themselves ‘“‘what God is 
saying to them,”’ Bishop Mahony 
wrote. And they “‘let the Bible 
speak to the different emotions 
they feel — joy, discouragement, 
peace, anger, surprise.’ This, 
they find, may calm them, 
reassure them. God’s word, the 
bishop said, can actually create 
“a new future for us.”’ 

The bishop offered practical 
suggestions on how to “dig 
down deep” into a story or 
passage from the Bible.’’ Some of 
them: imagine the feelings of all 
those present in the story; think 
why the early church might have 
preserved this story; and imagine 
what human needs today can be 
met by what it says.

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Suffering brings people closer te God, says pope

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Human suffering brings 
people closer to God by opening them to grace, and in 
that way completes the work of Christ’s redemptive acts, 
Pope John Paul II said in a 13,000-word document. ° 


The pope said that suffering, while undoubtedly linked 
to evil, has’ a saving power that is understood.in Christ’s 
passion. He also stressed ministering to the suffering. 

THE DOCUMENT, an apostolic letter on suffering, 
was made public at the Vatican Feb. 10 and addressed to 
the entire Church. It was dated Feb. 11, the feast of Our 
Lady of Lourdes. Its Latin title is Salvefict Dolorts and its 
title in English is On the Christian Meaning of Suffering. 

Efforts to relieve human suffering are an essential 
cultural element and individual human compassion has 
no equal in dealing with the sufferings of another, the 
pope said. 

The letter touched on a frequent theme of Pope John 
Paul’s pontificate: that while suffering is always a trial, it 
also calls people to perseverance and reveals human 
dignity. 

THE LETTER also showed papal concern over ‘the 
threat of nuclear war. 


That threat, he said, is linked to the 
-meaning”’ of suffering. '

The last two world wars, the pope said, brought a 
‘harvest of death’’ and immense human suffering. 

“THE SECOND half of our century, in its turn, 
brings with it — as though in proportion to the mistakes 
and transgressions of our contemporary’ civilization — 
such a horrible threat of nuclear war that we cannot think 


‘of this period except in terms of an- incomparable 


accumulation of sufferings, even: to the possible self- 
destruction of humanity,’’ he said. 

Not all suffering, the pope said, can be understood as 
the consequence or punishment for the faults of 
individuals or society. But he added that suffering cannot 


» be divorced from the sinful background of human history. 


At the basis of human suffering, he said, ~-‘‘there is a 


complex involvement with sin.”’ 

The passion of Christ, he said, is the key to an 
individual’s understanding of why he suffers. 

CHRIST’S DEATH on the cross brought an end to 
“‘definitive ue or the loss of eternal life, the pope 
said. 

With Christ’s sacrifice, suffering ‘‘entered into a 
completely new dimension and a new order; it has been 
linked to love,’’ the pope added. 

By sharing in the sufferings of Christ, he said, people 
share in the redemption and become mature enough to 


USCC opposes death bill; passage closer 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The Senate Feb. 9 voted 
65-26 to end debate on controversial death penalty: 
legislation opposed by the U.S. Catholic Conference. 


The vote ending a filibuster led by opponents of the bill 
cleared the way for Senate voting on the bill itself 
sometime after Congress returns from a 10-day recess that 


began Feb. 10. 


THE BILL would re-institute the death penalty for 
such federal crimes as espionage, attempted assassination 
of the president even if he is not harmed, terrorist 


bombing, treason, homicide on federal property, murder ~ 


of foreign officials or deaths resulting from hijacking. 


Federal use of the death penalty was suspended by a 
1972 Supreme Court ruling that capital punishment as 


_ then carried out violated the Constitution. Many states - 
_ | have since rewritten their death penalty laws to. conform 
to the court’s dictates. The Senate legislation, if it passes — 


both houses and is signed i into law, would do the same for 
the federal government. 


The Senate is considered more likely to pass such a bill 
than the House. 


IN A letter to senators, Msgr. Francis J. Lally,. 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic Conference. Department of 
Social Development and World Peace, urged rejection of 
the death penalty. 


‘‘The USCC is alarmed and saddened at the recent 
trend toward more state executions,’’ he wrote in the Jan. 
24 letter. ‘‘We are concerned”’ that the legislation ‘‘will 
lend federal support to a form of punishment we deem 
morally unacceptable in our society.”’ 


He added that the U.S. bishops ‘‘believe that society 
can and must find better ways of dealing with crime and 
criminals than by taking human life. The use of the death 
‘penalty represents a stark and morally unjustifiable attack 
on human life.”’

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DURING FLOOR debate, the death penalty bill was 


‘backed by Sen. Jeremiah Denton, R-Ala., and opposed ~ 


by Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- Mass. ; both are Catholics. 


The government has “‘no higher duty’’ than to protect 
its citizens and the death penalty offers such protection, 
Denton said. 


He said capital punishment prevents repetition of 
violent crime by an individual and “‘serves a legitimate 
function of retribution.”’ 


““SOCIETY MUST be willing to impose its severest 
penalty on those who take the lives of.others,’’ he said. 


Kennedy said, “‘I believe capital punishment is wrong 
as a matter of principle and wrong as a matter of practical 
public policy.’” He added the death penalty is inflicted 
with bias against minorities, strains the correctional 
system, is not a demonstrated deterrent, leaves no room 
for error, corrupts the eerecoment itself and ‘breeds 
disrespect for law.’ 


“Sen. John Danforth, R-Mo., an Episcopal priest, 
suggested that having the death penalty for terrorism will 
in fact encourage those crimes. ““Those who commit 
violent acts of terrorism are not necessarily deterred by 
the possibility of death’’ but may welcome it, he said. 
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enter the kingdom of God, giving suffering a ‘‘creative 
‘character.’ 

‘““SUFFERING HAS a special value in the eyes of the 
Church. It is something good, before which the Church 
bows down in reverence with all the depth of her faith in 
the redemption,”’ the pope said. 

A special grace that draws people closer to God is often 
found in suffering, the pope said. 

“It is suffering, more than anything else, which clears 
the way for the grace which transforms human souls. 
Suffering, more than anything else, makes present in the 
history of humanity the powers of the redemption,’’ 

INDIVIDUALS OFTEN see their suffering as 
useless, the pope said. 

‘*This feeling not only consumes the person interiorly, 
but seems to make him a burden to others. The person 
feels condemned to receive help and assistance from 
others, and at the same time seems useless to himself,”’ 
the pope said. 

‘The discovery of the salvific meaning of suffering in 
union with Christ transforms this depressing feeling,”’ 

HELPING TO relieve suffering, on the other hand, is 
the perfect way for man to find himself by making “‘a 
sincere gift of himself,’’ Pope John Paul said. 


“Christ has taught man to do good by His suffering 
and to do good to those who suffer. In this double aspect 
He has completely revealed the meaning of suffering.”’ 


The task of relieving suffering does not stop at 
sympathy, the pope said, but must be carried to effective 
social action involving families, schools and individuals. 


BUT ‘‘NO institution can by itself replace the human 
heart, human compassion, human love or human 
initiative, when it is a question of dealing with the 
sufferings of another.’’ 


This is not only true of physical suffering, he said, but 
of moral suffering ‘‘when it is primarily the soul that is 
suffering.’’ | 


Pope John Paul linked the timing of the document, one 
of the longest in his almost six years as pope, with the 
current Holy Year of the Redemption.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Catholic moral teaching has 
several ethical problems with the first known birth of an 
‘tembryo transfer’’ baby, said both an official of the U.S. 
bishops’ pro-life office and a Catholic ethicist. 


Richard Doerflinger, legislative assistant in the U.S. 
bishops’ Office for Pro-Life Activities, said the new 
technique raises moral problems such as the use of 
artificial insemination, going outside the marriage for a 
surrogate mother, depersonalizing the conjugal act of 
procreation, and unwarranted risks to the embryonic life. 


FATHER DONALD McCarthy, director of education 
at the Pope John XXIII Medical-Moral Research and 
Education Center in St. Louis, raised essentially the same 
concerns in a separate interview. 


The new ‘‘embryo transfer’’ procedure was explained 
at a press conference Feb. 3 at Long Beach (Calif.) 
Memorial Hospital. 


Dr. John E. Buster of the University of California at 
Los Angeles School of Medicine, leader of the team that 
developed the technique, told reporters that a healthy 
baby boy, born about two weeks earlier, was the first birth 
to come from the procedure. 


THREE PEOPLE were involved in producing the 
child: a husband and wife, who had tried unsuccessfully to 
have children for eight years, and a temporary surrogate 
mother, who was artificially inseminated with the 
husband’s sperm and whose ovum and womb were used 
for the conception and initial development of the embryo. 
The individuals involved were not identified. 


About two weeks after conception, the embryo was 
flushed out of the second woman’s uterus and transferred 
to the uterus of the man’s wife, who gave birth to the baby 
38 weeks later. 


Doerflinger and Father McCarthy objected to the 
procedure on several grounds. 


FIRST OF all, they said, it involved artificial 
insemination, which is contrary to Catholic teaching 
because it undermines the essential unity of the conjugal 
act and procreation. 


A second problem was the use of a surrogate mother 
who was not the wife, both as the source of the ovum and 
as womb for the child’s conception and _ initial 
development. 


Doerflinger called this a kind of ‘‘technologized 
adultery,’’ saying that ‘‘anything that involves a third 


party’’ is significantly different, ethically speaking, from 
giving scientific assistance to ‘‘help a childless couple”’ 
overcome their inability to have a child together.

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_ entirely for other people’s benefit, 
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FATHER McCARTHY contrasted the ‘‘personalist 
approach to procreation’’ in Catholic teaching with the 
‘‘depersonalized’’ reduction of procreation to 
**technological reproduction.’ 


He noted that the U.S. bishops’ norms for medical 
ethics say, ‘“The ultimate personal expression of conjugal 
love in the marital act is viewed as the only fitting context 
for the human sharing of the divine act of creation.”’ 


That statement, he said, sets a Christian, personalist 
ethical standard for interpreting questions of artificial 
insemination, surrogate motherhood, “‘in vitro’’ (“‘test 
tube’’) fertilization, and a ‘host of other issues 
surrounding the use of science to aid human 
reproduction. 


DOERFLINGER SAID that ‘perhaps the most 
troubling (ethical problem), for the new life involved, is 


its flushing out of this person’s womb to transfer. it to 


another.’’ 


This procedure, he said, ‘‘denies that the person who 
conceived the child has responsibility for that life and 
poses an unnecessary risk to the embryo.”’ 


‘“‘No one should conceive a child in order to give it up 
for adoption,’’ he said. ‘‘If this is premeditated, there is 
no justification for it.’’ 


HE AND Father McCarthy both acknowledged that it 
is legitimate for a person under certain circumstances to 
give up his or her child for adoption, but Father 
McCarthy said that this is a matter of making the best of a 
bad situation. The ethical, realities are completely 
reversed “‘when We start off with that as part of our 
preconceived plan,’’ he said. 


Both Roman Catholic commentators sharply rejected 
the idea of flushing an embryo out of one woman’s womb 
to transfer it to another for any reason except to protect 
the life or health of the embryo. 


This, they said, was the kind of thing that Pope John 
Paul II appeared to be addressing recently when he 
condemned embryonic experimentation or manipulation 
for any non-therapeutic reason. 


THE POINT of the ethical norm enunciated by the 


pope, said Doerflinger, is that ‘‘you do not put (a human 
embryo) through any additional risks that are not 
therapeutic to the child.”’ 


In the case of the embryo transfer in California, he 
said, ‘‘you are imposing a risk on the embryo that is 
”” namely that of ‘the 
parents who want the child and of the woman who for 
monetary or other reasons offers herself as a temporary 
surrogate mother. 


He and Father McCarthy also cited the right of a child 
to have its biological parents. Even though many children 
in fact do not grow to adulthood with their own biological 
or personal parents because of a variety of circumstances, 
said Father McCarthy, it is wrong to plan it that way for a 
child from the start. 


WHILE SYMPATHIZING with. the ‘“‘terrible 
problem”’ of childless couples who wish to have children, 
Doerflinger said that the California couple had a laudable 
goal, ‘‘but you also have to look at the means, which here 
are unacceptable. 


‘‘They’re resolving their problem of childlessness in a 
way that tends to endanger that child’s life and 
depersonalizes the whole process,’’ he said.

Priests told to leave gov’t 


ROME (NC) — Bishop Pablo Antonio Vega, 
president of the Nicaraguan Bishops Conference, has 
criticized priests active in the country’s Sandinista 
government and has warned that the Church is ready to 
apply sanctions if they do not leave their positions. 


The priests ‘‘are more in love with the political ministry 
than with the priestly ministry,’’ he said. 


THE BISHOP, who became conference president in 
1983, said the time was up for an agreement in 1981 
between four office-holding priests and the Nicaraguan 
Bishops Conference after the bishops had warned the 
priests that’ they faced Church sanctions if they did not 
leave their posts. — 


Under the accord, the priests agreed not to publicly 
exercise their ministry while holding office and pledged 
that they ‘‘will not invoke or use their conditions as priests 
to help justify state or party functions and actions.’’

Serra manuscripts. 


During a visit to Rome last summer, 
Bishop Shubsda made inquiries about the 
status of Father Serra’s cause. -“‘I asked 
Cardinal Pietro Palazzini (prefect of the 
congregation) if it would be possible for us 
to hope for a declaration of ‘venerable’ in 
1985,’’ Bishop Shubsda said, and the 
cardinal replied it ‘‘seems rather 
certain.”’ 


FOR AN actual beatification, one 
_ miracle _ attributed 


to Father Serra’s 
intercession must be verified; two have 
already been attributed to him — one in 
California and one in his birthplace, 
Majorca, Spain — but neither has been 
verified. 


‘“‘What they’re waiting for is that one, 
special miracle,’’ said Sister Catherine 
Louise, who has been following the cause 
very closely. 


In addition to the biography, the 
Congregation for the Causes of Saints is 
also examining Father Serra’s theological 
writings and the diary account of his 
journey from La Paz, at the tip of Baja 
California, to San Diego, 800 miles to the 
north, during the 1760s. 


THE TASK of providing the 
documentation necessary in the long road 
to canonization is complicated by the fact 
that Father Serra’s writings are widely 
scattered from Mission Santa Barbara in 
California to Spain and Italy, said Sister 
Catherine Louise. 


The thoroughness of the sainthood 
investigation even necessitated the secret 
exhumation of Father Serra’s remains 40 
years ago, their examination, 
identification and reburial in a new coffin 
at Mission San Carlos Borromeo, said 
Sister Catherine Louise. 


“It was made necessary because of 
reports that the body of Father Serra had 
been removed from Carmel, and because 
of the antiquity of the burials and 
occasional lack of clarity in the historical 
records,’’ she said. 


“IN ADDITION to the remains of 
Father Serra, those of his co-laborers — 
Fathers Juan Crespi, Julian Lopez and 
Fermin de Lasuen — were also exhumed, 


_as was the body of Don Juan de la Guerra 


y Carrillo,-a Spanish soldier who was 
likewise. interred benéath the sanctuary 
floor of Carmel Mission,’’ said Sister 
Catherine Louise. 


The remains were verified by an 
independent panel of medical and 
anthropological experts, and reinterred. 
_A scroll sealed in a copper tube was placed 
in Father Serra’s new coffin, said Sister 
Catherine Louise. It reads: ‘“The remains 
of the Rev. Fr. Junipero Serra, Apostle of 
California and Founder of the Missions, 
buried August 29, 1784, exhumed and 
identified in 1943, and re-interred in this 
new coffin on December 7 of the same 
year by authority of the Most Rev. Philip 
G. Scher, Bishop of Monterey-Fresno.’’ 


The final step toward sainthood, after 
all documentation has been submitted, 
said Sister Catherine, is when ‘‘the Holy 
See is satisfied that Father Serra practiced 
virtues to an heroic degree.’’ If the 
intermediate steps in the canonization 
process are dispensed with by Pope John 
Paul, she noted, sainthood could actually 
come as early as next year. 

JUNIPERO SERRA was born in 
Majorca, Spain, Nov. 24, 1713, and 
ordained to the priesthood around. 1738,

although the exact date is uncertain; he 
received a doctorate in theology in 1742, 
and volunteered for missionary work in 
the New World seven years later and was 
sent to Mexico. 


In 1768 the bishop of Mexico (City) 
entrusted Father Serra with the 
presidency. of the 13 Baja California 
missions, and the following year the 
56-year-old priest was named padre 
presidente of the new mission chain to be 
established in Alta California. 


Father Serra joined the expedition of 
Don Gaspar de Portola, who trekked 
north to modern. California to claim the 
land for the Spanish crown; the party 
arrived at what is now San. Diego in early 
July 1769, and Father Serra soon 
founded, on the 16th, the first of the 
missions Which eventually reached all the 
way up to San Francisco. 


‘““MANY MISFORTUNES befell 
these earnest endeavors, and there was 
danger of abandoning the Spanish colony 
of California,’’ notes Sister Catherine 
Louise. ‘Father Serra undertook the long 
journey back to Mexico City, arriving 
there weak and exhausted on Feb. 6, 
1773. After listening to Serra’s arguments 
for not abandoning the work so zealously 
begun, the viceroy gave orders that the 
colonization be continued. Serra returned 
to his beloved California on March 13, 
1774, stopping first at Mission San 
Diego. In May he journeyed north to 
Monterey.”’ 


A little more than a year later, said 
Sister Catherine Louise, California had 
its first martyr: Mission San Diego de 
Alcala was burned by hostile Indians, and 
the man Father Serra had left in its

charge, Padre Luis Jayme, OFM, was 
murdered. 


Father Serra was working on plans for 
Mission Santa Barbara, the ninth of the 
missions personally founded by him, 
when he died in Carmel and was buried 
in the sanctuary of his church, said Sister 
Catherine Louise. The Franciscans who 
followed in his footsteps established 
another 12 missions. 


THE 1984 bicentennial year honoring 
Father Serra will likely include a special 
liturgy in all California Catholic churches 
on Sunday, Aug. 26, said Sister 
Catherine Louise. A proposed draft has 
been prepared by Sister Miriam Joseph 
Larkin, CSJ. Another Religious, Sister 
Gertrude Ann Sullivan, BVM, 
curriculum director in the San Diego 
diocesan Schools Office, is working on a 
set of Serra biographies for use in 
California’s Catholic schools. 


Msgr. Francis J. Weber of Mission San 
Fernando, archivist for the Los Angeles 
archdiocese and a commission member, 
says of Father Serra’s life and work: 


‘‘(He) was a university professor who 
was versatile enough to switch gears and ° 
get down to the aboriginal level...(he) was 
a determined man. He fought for what he 
believed in... He was a man who never let 
anything interfere with his objectives, 
although he was in terrible health.”’ 


‘*! THINK we all need heroes. The 
Church needs them. I think Serra 
symbolizes what evangelization — 
spreading the Gospel — is all about...We 
look upon (him) as the religious founder 
of California. He may have been more 
than that.”’

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Nueva Ley Canonica: Algunos Cambios 


En el Antiguo Testamento Dios dicté a 
su pueblo escogido leyes que aparecen en 
los cinco primeros libros de la Biblia 
Ilamados precisamente ‘‘La Tord,’’ la 
Ley. También el nuevo pueblo, la Iglesia, 
desde sus principios fue estableciendo sus 
leyes 0 canones indispensables a toda 
sociedad para constituirse y ordenarse. 
Pero sdlo en 1917 se publicé el primer 
“‘cédigo’’ o copilacién organizada de 
normas, que rigieron hasta 1983 cuando 
Juan Pablo II promulgé el nuevo Cédigo 
de Derecho Canénico, fruto de 24 afios de 
preparacién, desde que Juan XXIII 
anuncié6 el Vaticano II y la reforma 
candnica. Y uno de los_ principios 
fundamentales de esta reforma es 
precisamente su fidelidad a las ideas del 
Vaticano II. 


Comentamos aqui algunos puntos del 
cambio. Por ejemplo, el antiguo canon 
857 decia que no era licito recibir la 
Comunién varias veces el mismo dia, a 
no ser por Viatico, en peligro de muerte. 
Después, el Vaticano II (C. de la Liturgia, 
55) renové la participacion de los fieles en 
-el Sacrificio, especialmente con la 
Comunidén; y en 1973 la Congregacién de 
Sacramentos (‘‘Inmensae Caritas,’’ 2) 
enumeraba ocho casos en que se podia 
recibir la Eucaristia por segunda vez en 
un dia, y daba facultades a los obispos 
ordinarios para ampliar este permiso. 


AHORA EL nuevo canon 917 dice: 
“‘Quien ya recibid la Santisima Eucaristia 
puede de nuevo recibirla el mismo dia 
solamente dentro de la _ celebracidén 
eucaristica en la cual participe.’’ Y desde 
luego, en peligro de muerte, como 
Vidtico, fuera de la Misa (c. 921). Asf 
pues, si ya comulgamos en nuestra Misa 
de la mafiana, y después tenemos que 
participar en una Misa de matrimonio o 
de bautismo o primera comunién o 
quinceaiiera; o de un congreso religioso o 


peregrinacién o misién..etc., podemos 
comulgar por segunda vez sin permiso del 
obispo o del pdrroco o del confesor; sino 
por derecho propio promulgado ya en el 
Nuevo Cécigo. 

Por la misma razén pueden comulgar 
por segunda vez el mismo dia, en la tarde 
de sdbado o vispera de precepto, los que 
anticipen la Misa del precepto; y en la 
segunda Misa del domingo de Pascua o 
del dia de Navidad, los que comulgaron a 
la madrugada en la Vigilia Pascual 0 en la 
‘‘Misa de Gallo’? de Nochebuena. 
También pueden comulgar en la Misa 
vespertina del Jueves Santo, aunque lo 
hayan hecho en la mafiana. 


Se entiende que esta segunda 
Comunién no. debe ser un acto ligero de 
sentimentalismo, vanidad o noveleria; 
sino la necesidad de participar de la 
manera mas completa y perfecta en el 
baquete de la Ultima Cena que es cada 
Misa, para fortalecernos en el’ 
cumplimiento de las obras del bien. 


RESPECTO a la Confirmacidn el 
Vaticano II (C. de Liturgia, 71) habia 
pedido la reforma del rito, y que se diese a 
este sacramento su intimo vinculo con la 
iniciacién del cristiano .a la fe, y se 
incluyese en él la renovacidn de las 
promesas bautismales. Los antiguos 
cdnones 786 y 788 dejaban la posibilidad 
de Confirmacién para bebés, lo que causé 
una fuerte tradicién en Latinoamérica, 
especialmente por la escasez de 
misioneros que sdlo de tarde pasaban 
bautizando a los 
confirmadndolos. Pero los nuevos cdnones 
889, 890 y 891 prescriben que este 
sacramento se reciba ‘‘en la edad de la 
discrecién,’’ estando el candidato 
convenientemente instruido, bien 
dispuesto y capaz de renovar las promesas 
del Bautismo.

“Desde los primeros dias del gobierno 
de Reagan, la Casa Blanca supo — mas 
all4 de cualquier duda — que Roberto 
D’Aubuisson planificd y ordend el 
asesinato del Arzobispo Oscar Arnulfo 
Romero,’’ dijo White el 2 de febrero en 
un testimonio preparado para un comité 
de la Casa de Representantes. 


“‘La Casa Blanca de Reagan tomo una 
gran responsibilidad cuando decidié 
anular la identidad del asesino del 
Arzobispo Romero y no usar la evidencia 
suministrada por la Embajada y acabar 
con el futuro de ARENA y las ambiciones 
de Roberto D’Aubuisson,’’ dijo White. 
Describi6 a ARENA como ‘“‘un partido 
fascista’” mantenido por ‘‘exiliados 
salvadorefios ricos.”’

According to leaders of several right-to- 
life organizations, further actions 
protesting the episode are planned, 
including boycotting the program’s 
sponsors, demanding equal time from 
local NBC affiliates that aired the 
program and meeting with officials of the 
three major television networks. 


“‘The basic point of all this is that 
killing a baby is not funny,”’ said Nellie 
Gray, president of the National March 
for Life in Washington. ‘‘You cannot use 
comedy to make acceptable that which is 
not acceptable. You cannot use as comedy 
that which is a deep tragedy.”’ 


PRIOR TO the airing of the Buffalo 
Bill episode, NBC issued a_ brief 
statement that its Broadcast Standards 
Department ‘‘carefully reviewed _ this 
program to ensure its general 
acceptability’’ to viewers. According to 
NEC spokeswoman Virginia Holden, the 
network does not take any public position 
on the issue of abortion and ‘‘NBC made 
sure that anti-abortion points of view”’ 
were expressed in the program.

“‘NBC said it was trying to give a 
balanced presentation,’’ of the abortion 
issue, Miss Gray said. ‘‘But how do you 
have a balanced presentation about 
killing a baby?

AFTER MISS Gray’s request — to 
cancel the show was refused by NBC, 
about 50 people picketed NBC’s 
Washington affiliate during the time 
Buffalo Bill aired, she said. 


In Chicago, about 50 people picketed 
television station WMAQO at noon Feb. 2 
and a thousand leaflets were distributed 
by the Pro-Life Action League, according 
to the organization’s director Joseph 
Scheidler. 


“We don’t think killing a baby is a 
laughing matter,’’ he said. ‘‘One of the 
most degrading things is to get humor out 
of a tragic situation. Would they do a 


comedy series on Auschwitz, cancer or 
child abuse?”’ 


SCHEIDLER HAD asked national 
pro-life leaders to join his organization’s 
protest efforts by telephoning NBC offices

NBC gets top violence honors 


TUPELO, Miss. — Violence on 
prime-time network television increased 
by 21.4 percent last fall compared to a 
similar period the year before, with NBC 
the biggest offender, said the Coalition for 
Better Television 


The networks averaged just under 10 
violent incidents per hour, with 2,610 
incidents monitored during the 12-week 
period. NBC showed 'the largest increase 
over the -year before (61.9 percent), 
followed by ABC (up 11.3 percent), while 
CBS actually posted a .1 percent decrease 


- in violence.
